WHEREAS By-law Number 221-78 enacted the 20th day of 
October, 1978 provided for the construction of the Scott 
Creek Drainage Works based on the estimates contained in 
a drainage report dated June 19th, 1978 as submitted by K.A. 
Smart, P. Eng. 

AND WHEREAS at the consideration of the report held on 
July 19, 1978 there were minor changes requested in the work 
called for on the Kees Nuiten and David Alblas properties . 
Addendum No. 1 was issued under the date of July 19, 1978 
and called for the existing channel on the K. Nuiten property 
between Station 16+00 and 31+00 Laister Drain Branch to be 
abandoned and not filled in as part of the drainage works. 
The cost savings would be $200.00 which will decrease the 
benefit assessment to Mr. Nuiten from $3,289.00 to $3,089.00 
and the total estimated cost on the drain to $16,350.00. 

AND WHEREAS the drainage works were completed as per the 
Engineer's report and Addendum No. 1 and the actual costs 
incurred were $19,574.22 or 19.72% over the new estimate of 
$16,350.00, which was reduced by $200.00 as a result of less 
work required as per Addendum No. 1.

Being a By-law to govern the proceedings of Council and 
Committees . 

The Council of the Corporation of the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. In this by-law 

(A) "Clerk" means the Clerk of the 

Township of Blandford-Blenheim 

(B) "Council" means the Council of the 

Township of Blandford-Blenheim 

(C) "Head" of Council means the Mayor 

2. The rules and regulations contained in this By-law 
shall be observed in all proceedings of the Council 
shall be the rules and regulations for the order and 
dispatch of business in the Council and in the 
Committees thereof, provided that the rules and 
regulations contained herein may be suspended by a 
vote of the Council and in any case for which provision 
is not made herein the procedure to be followed shall 
be, as near as may be, that followed in the Legislative 
Assembly of Ontario and its Committees. 



COUNCIL MEETINGS 

3. Meetings of the Council shall be held at the Council 
Chambers adopted and used by the Council from time to 
time for such purpose . The Inaugural Meeting of Council 
shall take place at 9:30 a .m . on the 1st Wednesday 

of December following the election. The next and each 
succeeding regular meeting of Council shall be held on 
the 1st Wednesday & 3rd Wednesday of each month at 
9:30 a.m. and 7:00 p.m. respectively. 

4 . When the day for a regular meeting of Council is a 
public or civic holiday, the Council shall, unless the 
Council decides otherwise, meet at the same hour on the 
next following day which is not a public or civic holiday . 

5. The Head of Council may at any time summon a special 
meeting of Council on 4 8 hours notice to the Members 
of Council, or, upon receipt of the petition of the 
majority of the Members of the Council, the Clerk shall 
summon a special meeting for the purpose and at the time 
mentioned in the petition . Forty-eight hours notice of 
all special meetings of Council shall be given to the 
members through the Clerk's Office. The only business 
to be dealt with at a special meeting is that which is 
listed in the notice of the meeting. 

6. In the case of the absence of the Head of Council 

from the Municipality, or if he is absent through illness, 
or he refuses to act or his office is vacant, a Councillor 
shall be appointed to act from time to time in the place 
and stead of the Head of the Council and he shall have 
all the rights, powers, and authority of the Head of 
Council, while so doing. 
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CALLING OF MEETING TO ORDER AND QUORUM 



As soon after the hour fixed for the holding of the 
meeting of the Council as a quorum is present, the Head 
of Council shall take the Chair and call the meeting to 
order. 



ABSENCE OF HEAD OF COUNCIL 

Subject to the provisions of The Municipal Act, and where 
no Presiding Officer has been appointed under Clause 6 
of this by-law, in case the Head of Council does not 
attend within fifteen (15) minutes after the time 
appointed for a meeting of the Council, the Clerk shall 
call the Members to order and an acting Head of Council 
shall be appointed from among the Members present and 
he shall preside until the arrival of the Head of Council 
and while so presiding the acting Head of Council shall 
have all the powers of the Head of Council. 



NO QUORUM 

If no quorum is present one half hour after the time 
appointed for a meeting of the Council, the Clerk shall 
record the names of the Members present and the meeting 
shall stand adjourned until the date of the next 
regular meeting . 



CURFEW 

10 . No item of business may be dealt with at a Council 

meeting after 5:00 p.m. on a day meeting and 11:00 p.m. 
on an evening meeting. 



THE CONDUCT OF PROCEEDINGS AT A MEETING OF COUNCIL 

11. It shall be the duty of the Head of Council or other 
Presiding Officer, 

(a) to open the meeting of Council by taking the 
chair and calling the Members to order, 

(b) to announce the business before the Council 
in the order in which it is to be acted upon, 

(c) to receive and submit, in the proper manner, 
all motions presented by the Members of Council, 

(d) to put to vote all questions which are regularly 
moved and seconded, or necessarily arise in the 
course of proceedings, and to announce the result, 

(e) to decline to put to vote motions which infringe 

the rules of procedure, 

(f) to restrain the Members, within the rules of 
order, when engaged in debate, 

(g) to enforce on all occasions the observance of 
order and decorum among the Members, 

(h) to call by name any Member persisting in breach 
of the rules or order of the Council, thereby 
ordering him to vacate the Council Chamber, 
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(i) to receive all messages and other communications 
and announce them to the Council, 

(j) to authenticate, by his signature when necessary, 
all by-laws, resolutions, and minutes of the 
Council, 

(k) to inform the Council, when necessary or when 
referred to for the purpose, on a point of 
order or usage, 

(1) to represent and support the Council, declaring 
its will, and implicity obeying its decisions 
in all things, 

(m) to ensure that the decisions of Council are in 
conformity with the laws and by-laws governing 
the activities of the Council, 

(n) to adjourn the meeting when the business is 
concluded, 

(o) to adjourn the meeting without question put in 

the case of grave disorder arising in the Council 
Chamber .

(j) By-laws 

(k) Motions and Notices of Motion 

(1) Adjournment 

13. The business of the Council shall in all cases be taken 
up in the order in which it stands upon the agenda 
unless otherwise decided by the Council . 

MINUTES 

14. Minutes shall record: 

a. The place, date and time of meeting; 

b. The names of the Presiding Officer or Officers 
and record of the attendance of the Members; 

c. The reading, if requested, correction and 
adoption of the minutes of prior meetings; 

d. All other proceedings of the meeting without 
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note or comment . 

PETITIONS AND COMMUNICATIONS 

15. Every communication, including a petition designed to be 
presented to the Council, shall be legibly written or 
printed and shall not contain any obscene or improper 
matter or language and shall be signed by a least one 
person and filed with the Clerk. 

DEPUTATIONS (DELEGATIONS) 

16. Persons desiring to present information verbally on 
matters of fact or make a request of Council shall give 
notice to the Clerk not less that forty-eight (48) hours 
before the commencement of the meeting of the Council and 
may be heard by leave of the Presiding Officer of Council, 
but shall be limited in speaking to not more than ten (10) 
minutes except that a delegation consisting of more than 
five (5) persons shall be limited to two (2) speakers, 
each limited to speaking not more than ten (10) minutes. 

READING OF BY-LAWS AND PROCEEDINGS THEREON 

17. No by-law except a by-law to confirm the proceedings of 
Council shall be presented to Council unless the subject 
matter thereof has been considered and approved by 
Council . 

18. Every by-law shall be introduced upon motion by a Member 
of the Council, specifying the title of the by-law. 

19. Every by-law when introduced shall be in typewritten 
form and shall contain no. blanks except such as may be 
required to conform to accepted procedure or to comply 
with provisions of any act and shall be complete with the 
exception of the number and date thereof. 

20 . Every by-law shall have three readings prior to it being 
passed. 

21. The first reading of a by-law shall be decided without 
amendment or debate . 

22. If the Council determines that the by-law is to be 
considered in Committee of the Whole, it shall be so 
considered previous to the third reading thereof. 

23. If Council so determines, a by-law may be taken as read. 

24 . The Clerk shall set out on all by-laws enacted by Council 
the date of the several readings thereof. 

25. Every by-law enacted by the Council shall be numbered and 
dated and shall be sealed with the seal of the Corporation 
and signed by the Clerk and the Presiding Officer and 
shall be deposited by the Clerk in his office for 
safekeeping. 



MOTIONS 

26. Notices of Motion - Notice of all new motions except 
motions listed in Clauses 39 and 40 shall be given in 
writing delivered to the Clerk at least six (6) calendar 
days, excluding Saturdays and statutory holidays, preceding 
the date of the meeting at which a motion is to be 
introduced and a motion shall be printed in full in the 
agenda for that meeting of the Council and each succeeding 
meeting until the motion is considered or otherwise 
disposed of. The motion shall be submitted to the Clerk 
in writing over the signature of the mover and seconder 
and shall be complete and correct. 
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27. Dispensing with Notice - Any motion may be introduced 
without notice if the Council, without debate, dispenses 
with notice on the affirmative vote of at leasta simple 
majority of the Members present and voting. 

28. Seconding - A motion must be formally seconded before 
the Presiding Officer can put the question or a motion 
be recorded in the minutes. 

29. Presentation of Motion by Chairman - When a motion is 
presented in Council in writing, it shall be read or if 
it is a motion which may be presented orally, it shall be 
stated by the Presiding Officer before debate. 

30. Amendmen t- A motion to amend 

- shall be presented in writing, 

- shall receive disposition of Council before a previous 
amendment or the question, 

- shall not be further amended more than once provided 
that further amendment may be made to the main 
question, 

- shall be relevant to the question to be received, 

- shall not be received proposing a direct negative 
to the question, 

- may propose a separate and distinct disposition of 
a question, 

- shall be put in the reverse order to that in which 
it is moved. 



VOTING ON MOTIONS 

31. Questions Stated - Immediately preceding the taking of 
the vote, the Presiding Officer may state the question 
in the form introduced and shall do so if required by 

a Member except when a motion for the previous question 
has been resolved in the affirmative'. He shall state 
the question in the precise form in which it will be 
recorded in the minutes. 

32. No Interruption after Question - After a question is 
finally put by the Presiding Officer no Member shall 
speak to the question nor shall any other motion be made 
until after the vote is taken and the result has been 
declared. 

33. Unrecorded Vote - The manner of determining the decision 
of the Council on a motion shall be at the discretion 

of the Presiding Officer and may be by voice, show of 
hands, standing or otherwise. 

34 . Recorded Vote - When a Member present requests a recorded 
vote, all Members present at the Council or Committee 
meeting must vote in alphabetical order, unless otherwise 
prohibited by statute. The names of those who voted for 
and others who voted against shall be noted in the minutes. 
The Clerk shall announce the results. A request for a 
recorded vote can only be made before an unrecorded vote 

is taken. 
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RULES OF DEBATE 



35. Every Member prior to speaking to any question or motion 
shall raise their hand and address the Presiding Officer . 
When two or more Members raise their hand at the same time, 
the Presiding Officershall designate the Member to speak 
first. Every Member present at a meeting of the Council 
when a question is put shall vote thereon unless prohibited 
by statute. 

36. When the Presiding Officer calls for the vote on a question, 
each Member shall occupy his seat and shall remain in his 
place until the result of the vote has been declared by the 
Presiding Officer, and during such time no Member shall walk 
across the room to speak to any other Member or make any 
noise or disturbance. 

37. When a Member is speaking no other Member shall pass 
between him and the Chair or interrupt him except to 
raise a point of order. 

38. Any Member may require the question or motion under 
discussion to be read at any time during the debate but 
not so as to interrupt a Member while speaking. 

39. The following matters and motions with respect thereto 
may be introduced orally without written notice and 
without leave, except as otherwise provided by these 
Rules of Procedure: 

(i) a point of order or personal privilege; 

(ii) presentations of petitions; 

(iii) to lay on the table; 

(iv) to postpone indefinitely or to a day certain; 

(v) to move the previous question. 

40. The following motions may be introduced without notice 
and without leave, but such motions shall be in writing 
and signed: 

(i) to refer; 

{ii) to adjourn; 

(iii) to amend; 

(iv) to suspend the Rules of Procedure. 

41. Except as provided by Clause 39 above, all motions shall 
be in writing and signed by the mover and seconder. 

42. In all unprovided cases in the proceedings of the Council 
or in the Committee of the Whole, the matter shall be 
decided by the Presiding Officer, subject to an appeal 

to the Council upon a point of order. 

POINTS OF ORDER AND PRIVILEGES 

43. The Presiding Officer shall preserve order and decide 
questions of order. 

44. The Council, if appealed to, shall decide the question 
without debate and its decision shall be final . 
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CONDUCT OF MEMBERS OF COUNCIL 

45. No Member shall speak disrespectfully of the Reigning 
Sovereign, or of any of the Royal Family, or of the 
Governor-General, the Lieutenant-Governor of any province, 
or any Member of the Senate, the House of Commons of 
Canada or the Legislative Assembly of the Province of 
Ontario . 

46. No Member shall 

(i) use offensive words or unparliamentary language 

in or against the Council or against any Member, 

(ii) speak on any subject other than the subject in 
debate; 

(iii) criticize any decision of the Council except for 
the purpose of moving that the question be re- 
considered; 

(vi) disobey the rules of the Council or a decision 
of the Presiding Officer or of the Council on 
questions of order or practice or upon the 
interpretation of the rules of the Council; 
and in case a Member persists in any such 
disobedience after having been called to order 
by the Presiding Officer, the Presiding Officer 
may forthwith put the question, no amendment, 
adjournment or debate being allowed, "that such 
Member be ordered to leave his seat for the 
duration of the meeting of the Council" but if 
the Member apoligizes he may, by vote of the 
Council, be permitted to retake his seat. 

47. No person except Members and officers of the Council 
shall be allowed to come within the bar during the 
sittings of the Council without permission of the 
Presiding Officer or the Council upon reference. 

48. When the Chair is putting the question no Member shall 
leave or make a disturbance. 



SUSPENSION OF RULES 

49. Any procedure required by this by-law may be suspended 

with consent of a majority of the Members of the Council 
present. 



AMENDMENT 

50. No amendment or repeal of this by-law or any part thereof 
shall be considered at any meeting of the Council unless 
notice of proposed amendment or repeal has been given 
at a previous regular meeting of the Council and the 
waiving of this notice by the Council is prohibited. 



EFFECTIVE DATE 

51. This by-law shall become effective upon the date of 
enactment. 

52. Where any by-law passed prior to this by-law conflicts 
with this by-law, the terms of this by-law shall prevail.

BASIC RATES OF PAY EFFECTIVE JANUARY 1st, 1979 

GRADER & TRUCK OPERATORS 

(with over 2 years service) Maximum - $6.20 per hour 

NEW GRADER & TRUCK OPERATORS BEGIN AT - $6.02 per hour 

CASUAL LABOUR - $4.80 per hour 

FULL TIME EMPLOYEES shall be allowed an additional nine ( .09£) 
cents per hour over the basic rate for each year in service 
up to a limit of two years. 

ALL TOWNSHIP EMPLOYEES shall be paid a lump sum payment the 
15th of every month, and the balance shall be paid the last 
working day of the same month. The final monthly cheque will 
reflect any overtime worked where applicable. 

EACH FULL TIME EMPLOYEE in the Road Department shall work 
a standard 45 hour period . 

Time and one-half will be allowed before 7:00 a.m. and after 
5:00 p.m. and from 5:00 pm . Friday until 7:00 a.m. Monday. 

ALL TOWNHSIP EMPLOYEES will be granted leave of absence, with- 
out loss of pay , in order to make the necessary arrangements 
for and to attend the funeral of members of his family for 
up to the maximum number of days set forth in the following 
schedule:

BEING A BY-LAW TO ESTABLISH A FIRE DEPARTMENT 



Whereas The Municipal Act, Section 354 provides that the 
Council may by By-law Establish and Regulate a Fire Department; 

THEREFORE, The Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. In this By-law, unless the Context otherwise requires, 

(a) "Council" means the Council of the Township of 

Blandf ord-Blenheim . 

(b) "Department" means the Township of Blandford- 

Blenheim Fire Department. 

(c) "Member" includes an Officer. 

2. A Department for the Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim, to 
be known as the Blandford-Blenheim Fire Department, is 
hereby established and the Head of the Department shall 
be known as the Chief of the Department . 

3. In addition to the Chief of the Department, the Depart- 
ment Personnel shall consist of a Deputy Chief, District 
Chiefs, Captains and other Officers and Members as from 
time to time may be deemed necessary by the Council. 

4. (1) The Chief of the Department may recommend to the 
Council the appointment of any qualified person as a 
member of the Department after consultation with the 
District Chief from which the member is suggested. 

(2) A person is qualified to be appointed a member of 
the Department for fire fighting duties who; 

(a) is preferably not less than 18 years of age 
and not more than 50 years of age, 

(b) is of good character, 

(c) Passes such aptitude tests as may be required 
by the Chief of the Department, and 

(d) is medically fit to be a member as certified 
by a Physician designated by the Chief of the 
Department . 

(3) A person appointed as a member of the Department for 
fire fighting duties shall be on probation for a period 
of 6 months during which period he shall take such 
training and examinations as may be required by the Chief 
of the Department. 

(4) If a probationary member appointed for fire fighting 
duties fails any such examinations, the Chief of the 
Department may recommend to the Council that he be 
dismissed. 

5. The remuneration of all members of the Department shall 
be determined by the Council. 

6. The Chief of the Department is responsible to the Council 
for the proper administration and operation of the Depart- 
ment, for the discipline of it's members, and 

(a) May make such general orders and Departmental rules 
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as may be necessary for the care and protection of the 
Department and generally for the efficient operation of the 
Department, provided that such General orders and rules do 
not conflict with the provisions of any by-laws of the 
Municipality. 

(b) Shall review periodically the policies and procedures 
of the Department and shall establish an Advisory 
Committee consisting of Deputy Chief and District 
Chiefs. 

(c) Shall take all proper measures for the prevention, 
control and extinguishment of fires and for the 
protection of life and property and shall enforce 
all municipal By-laws respecting fire prevention and 
exercise the powers imposed on him by the Fire 
Marshal' s Act. 

(d) Is responsible for the enforcement of this By-law 
and the General Orders and Departmental Rules. 

(e) Shall report all fires to the Fire Marshal as 
required by the Fire Marshal's Act. 

<f) Shall submit to the Council for it's approval, 

as required by the Council, the Annual estimates 
of the Department. 

7 . The Deputy Chief shall report to the Chief of the Depart- 
ment on the activities of the Divisions that are his 
responsibility and carry out the order of the Chief, and 
in the absence of the Chief, has all the Powers and shall 
perform all the Duties of the Chief. 

8 . (1) The Department is composed of the following Divisions: 

Division of Administration 

Division of Apparatus, Equipment and Communications 

Division of Fire Fighting 

Division of Fire Prevention 

Division of Training 

(2) Each Division of the Department, except the Division 
of Fire Fighting, is under the Direction of a 
Division Chief for the proper operation of the 
Division, When a Division Chief has not been 
appointed, the Chief of the Department, or the 
Deputy Chief, shall assume the responsibility of the 
Division until such an appointment is made . 

(3) The Division of Fire Fighting is under the Direction 
of the Deputy Chief who is responsible to the Chief 
of the Department for the proper operation of the 
Division. 

9. The Chief of the Division of Administration is responsible 
for the carrying out of the following duties of the Division: 

{1) Provide Administration facilities for the Deparment. 

(2) Prepare the Departmental budget and exercise control 
of the Budget . 

(3) Prepare the Payroll of the Department and initiate 
Requisitions for materials and services and certify 
all accounts of the Department. 
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Maintain personnel records. 

Arrange for the provision of new buildings. 

Arrange for the provision of medical services. 

Prepare the annual report of the Department. 

Carry out the General Administrative Duties of the 
Department. 

Provide liaison with the County Fire Co-ordinator . 

Assist the County Fire Co-ordinator in the preparation 
of a County Emergency Fire Service Plan and operating 
procedures . 

10. The Chief of the Division of Apparatus, Equipment and 
Communications is responsible to the Chief for the 
carrying out of the following duties of the Division: 

(1) Prepare Specifications for the purchase of apparatus 
and equipment . 

(2) Maintain and keep in repair all existing buildings, 
fire fighting rescue and salvage apparatus of the 
Department. 

(3) Modify apparatus and equipment. 

(4) Provide recharging facilities for fire fighting 
extinguishers and cylinders and to test and repair 
hose. 

(5) Prepare specifications for new communication systems 
and for additions to existing communication systems . 

(6) Prepare the annual report and budget of the Division 
of Apparatus, Equipment, and Communications to be 
submitted to the Division of Administration. 

11. (1) The District Chiefs are responsible to the Chief of 

the Department for the Management and operation of 
the Division of Fire Fighting and for the carrying 
out of the following duties of the Division: 

1. Prevent, control and extinguish fires, and 
maintain fire loss records. 

2. Conduct investigations of fire in order to 
determine cause, , origin, and, where appropriate, 
to request the Office of the Fire Marshal to 
conduct an investigation. 

3 . Perform rescue and salvage operations and render 
first aid. 

4. Respond and assist at such emergencies as may 

be required by the Chief of the Department. 

5. Participate in training at stations. 

6. Conduct pre-fire fighting operations planning. 

7. Perform apparatus maintenance and cleaning. 

8. Prepare the annual report and budget of the 
Division of Fire Fighting to be submitted to 
the Division of Administration. 
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(2) A Captain is in command of the District to which he 
is assigned and is responsible for the proper 
operations of that company to the District Chief , 

(3) Where the Chief of the Department designates a 
member to act in the place of an Officer in the 
Department, such member, when so acting, has all the 
powers and shall perform all the Duties of the 
Officer replaced. 

12. The Chief of the Division of Fire Prevention is responsi- 
ble to the Chief or the carrying out of the following 
duties of the Division: 

1. Enforce Fire Prevention By-laws. 

2. Examine building plans. 

3. Provide personnel for fire prevention lectures. 

4. Establish and maintain photography facilities. 

5. Prepare the annual report and budget of the Division 
of Fire Prevention to be submitted to the Division 
of Administration. 

13. The Chief of the Division of Training is Responsible to 
the Chief for the carrying out of the following duties 
of the Division. 

1. Administer training for all personnel of the Depart- 
ment in Fire Administration, Fire Prevention and 
fire fighting, 

2. Administer training programs in stations. 

3. Prepare and conduct examinations of members as 
required by the Chief of the Department. 

4. Prepare the annual report and budget of the Division 
of training to be submitted to the Division of 
Administration . 

14. {1) The provisions of this section, with respect to the 

promotion of members, do not apply to the Deputy 
Chief. 

(2) Any member with the Department may make application 
to the Chief of the Department to qualify him for 
promotion to a rank immediately superior to his 
present rank. 

(3) Every recommendation for promotion of a member made 
to the Council by the Chief of the Department shall 
be based on the evaluation of: 

(a) The results of examination taken by the member, 

(b) The age and physical fitness of the member, and 

(c) The fire and station record of the member. 

(4) When, in the opinion of the Chief of the Department, 
all other factors for the promotion of two or more 
members are equal, seniority of service in the 
Department governs . 

(5) The fire fighting and station record of each member 
of the Department shall be evaluated as follows: 

1. The Captain of each company shall evaluate each 
member of the Company . 

(6) The Chief of the Department and the Deputy Chief 
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shall evaluate all members of the Department who are partici- 
pating in an examination for promotion. 

(7) Every applicant for promotion shall take such 

written, oral and practical examination as may be 
required by the Chief of the Department . 

15. Every member of the Department appointed for fire fighting 
duties is subject to a medical examination as the Chief 

of the Department may require. 

16. (1) Every member of the Department shall report for 

duty at the time prescribed by the departmental 
rules and shall remain on duty until relieved. 

(2) In the Case of a member failing to report for duty, 
the Of ficer-in-Charge shall report this in writing, 
through his superior officer, to the Chief of the 
Department . 

(3) No member, 

(a) While in uniform, shall enter any premises 
where alcoholic beverages are sold or consumed 
except in the performance of his departmental 
duties. 

(b) If his ability is impaired by the use of an 
intoxicating beverage or drug, shall be 
permitted to remain on duty. 

(c) While on Duty, shall consume any intoxicating 

beverage or drug. 

(4) No member shall solicit the influence or support 
of anyone in order to secure a transfer, promotion 
or other advantage . 

17. (1) The Chief of the Department may reprimand, suspend 

or recommend dismissal of any member for insubor- 
dination, inefficiency, misconduct, tardiness or 
for non-compliance with any of the provisions of 
this by-law or general orders and departmental 
rules that, in the opinion of the Chief, would be 
detrimental to the Discipline and efficiency of the 
Department . 

(2) Following the suspension of any member the Chief of 
the Department shall report the suspension and his 
recommendations to the Council . 

(3) A member shall not be dismissed without being 
afforded the opportunity for hearing before Council, 
if he Makes a written request for such hearing 
within seven days after receiving notice of his 
proposed dismissal, along with written reasons thereof 

18 . The Department shall not respond to a call with respect 
to a fire or emergency outside the Limits of the 
Municipality except with respect to a Fire or Emergency. 

(a) That, in the opinion of the Chief of the Department, 
threatens property in the Municipality of property 
situated outside the Municipality that is owned or 
occupied by the Municipality. 

(b) In a Municipality with which an agreement has been 
entered into to provide fire protection, or 

(c) On Property with respect to which an agreement has 
been entered into with any person or Corporation to 
provide fire protection therefore. 
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19. Schedule "A" attached hereto denotes the organization 
chart of the Fire Department. 

20. This By-law comes into effect on the day it is passed 
by Council.

BEING A BY-LAW WITH RESPECT TO A SEWAGE RATE UNDER 
SECTION 18 AND 56(5) OF THE ONTARIO WATER RESOURCES 
ACT. 

WHEREAS the Corporation of the former Township of Blenheim 
on February 26, 1973, entered in an agreement with Her Majesty 
the Queen in right of Ontario as represented by the Minister of 
the Environment for the provision of sewage service to the 
former Police Village of Plattsville in the Municipality; 

AND WHEREAS the Council of the Corporation of the former 
Township of Blenheim on May 10, 1972 passed By-law No. 1709 
which imposes sewage rates on all users of the sewage system; 

AND WHEREAS the cost of constructing the sewage works in 
the former Police Village of Plattsville, based on the lowest 
tenders opened on June 21, 1978, May 15, 1979 and September 28, 
1978, is greater than the original estimate; 

AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient by the Council of the 
Corporation of the Township of Bland ford-Blenheim that said 
By-law No. 1709 be rescinded and new sewage rates be imposed 
against each user of the system provided with sewage service; 

NOW THEREFORE PURSUANT TO SECTIONS 18 AND 56(5) 

OF THE ONTARIO WATER RESOURCES ACT THE COUNCIL OF 

THE CORPORATION OF THE TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD- 
BLENHEIM ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 

1) A sewage rate is hereby imposed upon the owners or occupants 
of land which are supplied with sewage service as a 
consequence of the entering into of the above-mentioned 
agreement; 

2) The sewage rate shall be imposed in each year commencing in 
the year 1980 and shall be a foot frontage rate of $117.00 
divided by the frontage on the lands designated in paragraph 
1 hereof, provided that in the case of such lands which 
also are connected to water works owned and operated by the 
Township of Bland ford-Blenheim or by the Ministry of the 
Environment, the sewage rate hereby imposed shall be a charge 
on the water bill charged or chargeable in respect of such 
lands and shall be computed as per centum (150.%) of the 
annual water rates or charges charged or chargeable in 
respect of such lands where such lands are used for other 
than commercial and industrial purposes and One hundred and 
fifty per centum (150%) of the annual water rates or charges 
charged or chargeable in respect of such lands where such 
lands are used for commercial or industrial purposes, with 
special sewage rates to be imposed on certain establishments 
as stated in Appendix "A" which is attached hereto. 

3) (a) A reduction in the case of corner lots at the junction 
or intersection of streets of 100% of the flankage and a 
reduction or increase in the case of triangular or 
irregularly-shaped lots may be made in the foot frontage 
rate that otherwise would be chargeable thereon, sufficient, 
having regard to the situation, value and superficial area 
of such lots as compared with other lots, to adjust its 
frontage charge on a fair and equitable basis. 

(b) Where a lot is for any reason wholly or part unfit 
for building purposes, a reduction may also be made in the 
foot frontage rate that otherwise would be chargeable 
thereon sufficient to adjust its frontage charge as compared 
with that of lots fit for building purposes on a fair and 
equitable basis.

(c) Where a lot, other than a corner lot, has two limits 
that abut on streets and the size and nature of the lot is 
such that any or all of the works in such streets are not 
required, a reduction in respect of the works that are not 
required, so long as they are not required, may also be 
made in the foot frontage rate that would otherwise be 
chargeable thereon, sufficient to adjust its frontage charge 
on a fair and equitable basis. 

(d) In the case of lots that because of the nature of the 
terrain or the elevation of the sewer, do not derive the 
same benefit as other lands abutting on the sewer, a 
reduction may be made in the foot frontage rate which 
otherwise would be chargeable thereon, sufficient having 
regard to the benefit derived as compared with other lots, 
to adjust the foot frontage rate on a fair and equitable 
basis. 

(e) The reduction shall be made by deducting from the total 
frontage of the lot liable to the annual foot frontage rate 
so much thereof as is sufficient to make the proper reduction,) 
but the whole of the lot shall be charged with the annual 
foot frontage charge as so reduced . 

By-law No. 1709 passed on May 10, 1972, is hereby rescinded. 

This By-law is subject to the approval of the Ontario 
Municipal Board.

gallons of sewage discharged bi-monthly.

Service Rate of 150% of the water bill for sewage usage with 
a minimum bi-monthly charge of $206 .00 . 

3. Plattsville Arena: 

Service Rate of 150% of the water bill applicable to the 
Mill Street metered water connection for sewage usage with 
a minimum bi-monthly charge of $19 .50 . 

4. Plattsville Curling Club: 

Service Rate of $19.50 bi-monthly for sewage usage. 

5. Village Inn Restaurant: 

Service Rate of 150% of the water bill for sewage usage 
with a minimum bi-monthly charge of $37.50 . 

6. Commercial, Industrial and Institutional businesses created, 
erected or established will be assessed at the time building 
permits are issued for same with respect to sewage service 
charges.

BY-LAW NUMBER 311-79 
OF THE CORPORATION OF THE 
TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD -BLENHEIM 

WHEREAS the Municipal Council of the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim deems it advisable to provide for the licensing of 
drain layers; 

NOW THEREFORE, THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE TOWNSHIP OF 
BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 

1. In This By-law: 

(a) "Drain Layer" and "Drain Contractor" shall mean a 
person who lays drains and sewers (but not including building 
drains as provided by the regulations under the Ontario Water- 
Resources Commission Act) or who repairs or reconstructs drains 
and sewers, removes tree roots or other obstructions from drains 
and private drain connections by mechanical or other means, and 
is familiar with the rules and regulations governing the same. 

(b) "Municipality" means the municipality of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim. 

(c) "Building Inspector" or "Plumbing Inspector" means 
the Building or Plumbing Inspector appointed by the Municipality 
by by-law from time to time. 

(d) "Crew" means a drain laying crew consisting of a drain 
layer as defined in Section la of this By-law who has obtained 
a license as per section 3 of this By-law and this crew may also 
be composed of any necessary equipment and men required for drain 
laying, but shall have no more than one backhoe . 

2. Save as herein otherwise provided, there shall be taken on 
by every drain layer or drain contractor a license authorizing 
him to carry on such business in the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim, for which license the person obtaining the same shall 
pay to the Township of Blandford at the time of taking out such 
license, a fee fixed by this By-law and no person shall within 
the limits of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim carry on and 
engage in the business of drain layer or drain contractor until 
he has procurred such license to do so. 

3. A temporary license may be issued to the applicant for a 
drain layer or drain contractor's license after depositing with 
the Building Inspector or Plumbing Inspector a license fee in the 
amount of $25.00 which is not refundable. The drain layer or 
drain contractor's license will be issued upon the applicant's 
successful complete of three drains to the satisfaction of the 
Building or Plumbing Inspector. 

(a) Each crew undertaking the laying of drains and sewers 
or who repairs or reconstructs drains and sewers, removes tree 
roots or other obstructions from drains and private drain con- 
nections by mechanical or other means, must have as part of that 
crew a licensed "drain layer" or a drain layer who has obtained 
a temporary license as described in Section 3. 

4. Every license issued under this By-law shall expire on 
December 31st, 1980 and is renewable on January 1st of each 
Calendar year thereafter. 

A license issued under this By-law may be renewed prior to 
its expiry date upon the payment of a renewal license fee in 
the amount of $10.00. 

5. Any license issued under this By-law may be revoked by the 
Council of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim upon the recom- 
mendation of the Building or Plumbing Inspector, and the 
Commissioner of Works. 
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6. Each drain layer or drain contractor shall be responsible 
for all work done by workmen under his supervision. 

7. The provisions of this By-law shall not apply to drainage 
work done by any person upon a residential property owned and 
occupied by him, provided that all such work is in accordance 
with all the requirements of the laws applicable thereto, other 
than this by-law. 

8. The Clerk of the Municipality shall issue all licenses 
in accordance with the provisions of the By-law. 

9. Any person who violates any provisions of this By-law shall 
incur a penalty of not more than ONE THOUSAND DOLLARS ($1 , 000 . 00) 
for each offence, exclusive of costs, and all such penalties shall 
be recoverable under the Summary Convictions Act. 

10. This By-law shall come into force and take effect immediately 
upon the final passing thereof.

BEING A BY-LAW TO ENACT RULES AND REGULATIONS 

FOR THE MAINTENANCE AND OPERATION OF A SYSTEM 

OF WATER WORKS IN THE TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD- 
BLENHEIM . 



WHEREAS the Ministry of the Environment proposes 
to construct or has constructed and operates and maintains 
a water works system in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim, 

WHEREAS Section 62 of The Ontario Water Resources 
Act, being Chapter 332 of the Revised Statutes of Ontario, 
1970, as amended, provides (inter-alia) that, subject to the 
approval of the Lieutenant Governor in Council, the Ministry 
of the Environment may make regulations regulating and 
controlling the construction, repair, renewal or alteration 
of plumbing, the material to be used in the construction of, 
and the location of drains, pipes, traps and other works and 
appliances that form part of or are connected with the 
plumbing in any building or structure, and may require 
municipalities to carry out such inspections with respect 
to plumbing as may be prescribed; 

AND WHEREAS Ontario Regulation No. 647 made pursuant 
to the said Section 62, requires every municipality to carry 
out such inspections as are prescribed by that Regulation; 

AND WHEREAS Section 64 of the said Act provides 
(inter-alia) and where a municipality undertakes, under the 
regulations made under Section 62 to inspect plumbing, the 
municipality may pass by-laws for charging fees for the 
inspections of plumbing and fixing the amount of such fees 
for requiring the production of plans, for charging fees for 
the inspection and approval of plans and fixing the amount of 
such fees, and for the issuing of permits, all as more 
particularly set out in the said Section 64; 

AND WHEREAS paragraph 75 of Section 354(1) of The 
Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1970 provides that by-laws may be 
passed by the Council of local municipalities for charging 
a fee for the inspection of plumbing, sewers, septic tanks, 
cesspools, water closets, earth closets, privies and privy 
vaults where, under this or any other Act, approval or a 
certificate of compliance or such inspection is required; 

AND WHEREAS the Council of the said Township 
deems it expedient and desirable to make certain rules and 
regulations for the operation of the said water works system; 

NOW THEREFORE THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE -TOWNSHIP 
OF BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 

1. In this by-law: 

(a) "Municipality" and "Corporation" shall mean 

the Corporation of the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim. 
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(b) "Council" shall mean the Municipal Council of the 

Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

(c) "Ministry" shall mean the Ministry of the Environment. 

(d) "Water Works System" shall mean the works and 
equipment under the jurisdiction of the Ministry 
for the support or distribution of water or any 
part of such system. 

(e) "Superintendent" shall mean the Superintendent of 
the Water Works Department of the Municipality as 
appointed by the Council of the 

(f) "Clerk-Treasurer" shall mean the Clerk-Treasurer 
of the 

(g) "Premises" shall mean the property being supplied 
or to be supplied with water and includes the 
portion of a multiple occupancy premises separately 
supplied. 

(h) "User" shall include, as the context requires, the 
applicant for water supply, the owner or occupant 
of and the person to whom invoices are" sent for 
water supplied to the affected premises. 

(i) "Water Service" shall mean the pipes and fixtures 
used for the purpose of supplying any premises in 
the Municipality with water from the water works 
system established by the Ministry and situated 
between the watermain and the limit of the street 
on which the premises so supplied front or abut. 

(j) "Private Water Service" shall mean the pipes and 
fixtures used for the purpose of supplying any 
premises in the Municipality with water from the 
water works system established by the Ministry 
and situated between the street line in front of 
or abutting the premises so supplied and the premises. 

(k) "Commercial User" shall mean the applicant for water 

supply, the owner or occupant of and the person to whom 
invoices are sent for water supplied to any premises 
in which the water supplied is used directly or 
indirectly for or in the prosecution of any business, 
trade or commercial undertaking. 

2. Jurisdiction 

(1) The Council shall appoint an officer to be known 

as the Superintendent of the Water Works Department 
of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim , whose 
duties shall be: 

(a) To enforce provisions of this by-law. 
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(b) To supervise and inspect all watermains and connections 
and water services, and private water services installed 
by private parties in the Municipality. 

(c) To perform such other duteis as may be given to 
him by the said Council. 

(2) The Superintendent shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the Council. 

3. (1) The rules and regulations set out in this by-law 

shall govern and regulate the operation of any 
system of water works in the Municipality and 
shall be considered to form a part of the contract 
between the Corporation and the owner or occupant 
of any building in the Municipality for a supply 
of water by the Corporation to such building, and 
every such owner or occupant by applying for or 
accepting a supply of water from the Corporation 
shall be deemed to have expressed his consent to 
be bound by the said rules and regulations. 

(2) The provisions of this by-law with respect to 

construction of a water service connection from 
the Ministry's water works system to the street 
line shall not apply for one year after certification 
of completion by the consulting engineers where 
connections from the main watermain to the street 
line are made at the time the water works system 
is constructed and installed on the road allowance. 

4. Application for Water Connection Permit 

(1) No person shall make any connection to the Ministry's 
water works system without first having obtained a 
permit from the Clerk-Treasurer, and such permit 
shall be called "Water Connection Permit", as follows: 

(2) All persons desiring a supply of water from the 
Corporation shall, first, make written application 
to the Clerk-Treasurer, upon the appropriate form 
approved by Council, as set out in Schedule "A" to 
this by-law, showing the purposes for which water 
is required. Subject to subsection (3) of this 
section, such application to be signed by the owner 
of the building to be supplied with water, or by 
his agent duly authorized in writing. 

(3) Where the necessary water services and private 
water services have already been installed, and 
the cost of such installation fully paid, and 
the premises for which the supply of water is 
required is occupied by a tenant, the application 
for a supply of water to said building may be 
signed by the occupant of such building. 

{4) The application for supply of water to each premises 
shall be accompanied by a payment of * ($10.00 ) 
as fee for inspection of newly-installed private 
water service and/or turning-on of the water supply. 

* The amount is at the discretion of the Municipality

5. Water Service Connections 

Any person applying to the Clerk-Treasurer for a 
supply of water more than one year after completion 
of the Ministry's water works system shall pay to 
the Clerk-Treasurer in advance of the installation, 
the charge set by Council for installing the necessary 
water service. 

6. (1) After the payment referred to in the next preceding 

section has been made to the Clerk-Treasurer, and 
approval is received from the Ministry for said 
connection, the Superintendent shall install the 
necessary water service. 

(2) Persons making application for the installation of 
water services other than the ordinary dwelling 
house services shall, at the time of such application, 
pay to the Clerk-Treasurer the Charge for such water 
services imposed by Council and, upon the receipt of 
such sum by the Clerk-Treasurer and approval from 
the Ministry for said connection, the Superintendent 
shall install the necessary water services. 

7. The Superintendent shall determine the size aof the pipes 
and fittings to be connected to a watermain, but no water 
service shall be less than three-quarters of an inch 
nominal diameter, and he shall also determine the position 
in the street where the water services may be connected 

to any watermain. 

8. (1) Acceptable materials for water service connection pipes 

up to and including 2" in internal diameter are 
as follows: 

Soft Copper - Type "K" 

Polyethylene 

(2) Acceptable materials for water service connection 
pipes greater than 2" in internal diameter are 

as follows: 

Cast Iron 
Ductile Iron 
Asbestos - Cement 
Polyethylene 
Poly Vinyl Chloride 

(3) All private water services to be approved water- 
tight. 

9. Water services shall be installed only by persons employed 
by the Superintendent or designated by him and approved 

by the Ministry. 

10, (1) Unless the Superintendent otherwise directs, no 

water services shall be installed between the first 
day of December in any year and the first day of 
April in the following year. 
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(2) Where the Superintendent is of the opinion that a 
water service may be safely installed between the 
first day of December in any year and the first 
day of April in the following year, he may permit 
such water service to be installed upon such terms 
and conditions as he may deem necessary. 

11. All water services shall be at least five feet and six 
inches below the finished grade of the street in which 
such services are laid, and will be properly protected 
from freezing. 

12. Private Water Service Connections 

All private water services shall be of the same material 
as the water service to which such private water service 
is connected, and the pipes and fittings used for private 
water services shall conform in design and quality to the 
standard prescribed by the Superintendent, or as revised 
by Ontario Water Resources, Regulation 647. 

13. All private water services shall be laid at least five 
feet and six inches below the finished grade of area 
through which they are installled, and shall be properly 
protected from freezing. 

14. (1) The owner of any building may request the Corporation 

to install the necessary private water service at 
the time the water service for the same building 
is being installed, and the Corporation may, 
if it deems it expedient, install such private 
water service upon the owner pre-paying to the 
Clerk-Treasurer the estimated cost of the installation 
of such private water service,- as provided for under 
Section 6 of The Public Utilities Act, c.390, R.S.O. 1970. 

(2) In the event of the actual cost of the installation 
of such private water service exceeding the amount 
prepaid to the Clerk-Treasurer, the person applying 
for such installation shall forthwith, after the 
completion of such installation, pay to the Clerk- 
Treasurer the balance of such cost. 

(3) Nothing in this section shall relieve the owner from 
the obligation of maintaining such private water 
service in accordance with the provisions of 

this by-law. 

15. Subject to the provisions of Section 14 of this by-law, 
all private water services shall be installed by the owners 
of the premises for which such private water services are 
required, or their agents. 

16. Private water services shall be properly laid and graded 
with a fall to a stop and waste cock placed in the floor 
in the cellar or basement, or other convenient place so 
that all pipes within the building may be emptied by 
opening the faucet at the highest point therein and

allowing air to enter the said pipes. In any buildings 
to which there is no basement, a stop and waste cock 
shall be placed so that it is protected from frost , 
and so that the pipes may be conveniently drained. 
In all commercial premises, as designated by the 
Superintendent, sufficient space shall be allowed on 
the horizontal pipe for the installation of a water 
meter . 

17. Private water service pipes in a building shall be located 
in the parts thereof best protected from frost. No private 
water service pipes shall be placed back of plaster on 
outside walls. In buildings where there is no cellar, 

the pipes shall be carried to or near the centre of the 
building or to an unexposed part thereof, previous to 
being carried upward. In all exposed situations, if it 
is necessary to protect the service pipes and fixtures 
from freezing, each pipe shall be properly insulated with 
two inch minimum thickness preformed polystyrene pipe 
insulation, and surrounded by a box constructed of some 
non-conductive material. The void spaces within the box 
shall be packed with a non-conducting material. It shall 
be the duty of the installer employed by the owner or agent 
to protect and guarantee from damage by frost all work 
done by him. 

18. The Superintendent of Water Works shall be notified by the 
owner of the premises when the private water service has 
been laid and is ready for inspection. All works must be 
left uncovered and convenient for examination until inspected 
and approved. Wo water supply shall be turned on until the 
work is inspected and approved by the Superintendent. 

19. The owner of any property shall maintain in proper order and 
repair, at his own expense, the private water service and 
its fixtures and appurtenances. 

20. (1) Not more than one building shall be supplied from 

a single water service and for the purposes of 
this by-law a semi-detached dwelling shall be 
deemed a separate dwelling. 

(2) It shall be improper and illegal to permit water 
supplied to a consumer to be removed from the 
consumer's premises and used at any location other 
than on the consumer's premises or for any use or 
benefit other than to the consumer. 

(3) Provided that where a building occupies the frontage 
of a lot and buildings are located in the rear of 
the said front building, all such buildings may be 
supplied from one water service provided that all 
said buildings belong to one owner and such owner 
pays the water rates for all water supplied to such 
buildings. 
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21. In all cases where range or steam boilers are supplied with 
water, it is understood and agreed that the Municipality 
will not be liable for any damage which may result to any 
person or premises or equipment caused by the shutting off 
of the water from any watermain or service pipe for any 
purpose whatever, even in cases where no notice is given, 
or caused by uneven water pressure. All service pipe 
connections to boilers shall have check valves fixed to 
prevent water escaping back into the mains and suitable 
relief valves to relieve excess pressure. 

22. Where the necessary water service and private water service 
has been completely installed to the satisfaction of the 
Superintendent and in compliance with the rules and 
regulations set out in this by-law and the payments 
provided by Subsection (4) of Section 4; by Section 5, 

and by Subsection (2) of Section 25 of this by-law made 
to the Clerk-Treasurer, the water to the premises may 
be turned on by the Superintendent. 

23. All water supplied through private water services to all 
users, other than "Commercial Users" and Domestic Users 
with swimming pools, shall be charged for at the applicable 
flat rates fixed from time to time by the Municipality 

and the owner of the premises will be held liable for 
all water charges. l 

24. Metering Facilities 

All water supplied through private water services to 
"Commercial Users" and to Domestic Users with swimming 
pools shall be metered, and the rates charged shall be 
those fixed from time to time by the Municipality, as 
provided for under Sections 27 and 50 of The Public Utilities 
Act, being Chapter 390, R.S.O. 1970. 

25. (1) All meters shall be furnished and installed by the 

Superintendent. 

(2) The cost of installing and repairing meters, including 
the cost of such meters shall be prepaid by the 
applicant before the water is turned on. If the 
meter is mechanically defective then the cost of 
repairs shall be paid by the Municipality, but if 
the meter is damaged by the carelessness or neglect 
of any person, other than an employee or agent of 
the Municipality, the owner of the premises shall 
pay to the Corporation the cost of making the 
necessary repair to such meter. 

26. If a meter fails to register, the consumer will be charged 
for the average consumption for the pertinent period as 
determined by the Superintendent. 

27. All water passing through a meter will be charged for 
whether used or wasted. 
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28. The owner of premises to be supplied with water agrees 
to provide convenient and safe space free of charge or 
rent for the Municipality's meters, pipes , and other 
appliances on said premises, and further agrees that 

no one who is not a servant or agent of the Municipality 
or otherwise lawfully entitled to do so, shall be 
permitted to remove, inspect or tamper with any of the 
Municipality's said equipment. 

29. (1) The owner or occupant of premises shall provide 

ready and convenient access to the meter in said 
premises so that it may be frequently read and 
examined by the Municipal inspectors. 

(2) Where a meter cannot conveniently be placed inside 
a building it shall be placed in a meter chamber, 
the location and construction of which are approved 
by the Superintendent, and the cost of which is paid 
for by the applicant . 

30. (1) A meter will be removed and tested upon request. 

If it is found to register correctly or not in 
excess of three per cent in favour of the 
Corporation, the expense of removing and testing 
of the meter will be paid by the person requesting 
such test. 

(2) If a meter when tested is found to register in excess 
of three per cent in favour of the Corporation, a 
refund will be made to the consumer of an amount 
equal to such excess percentage of the water rates 
paid for the three months prior to the testing of 
said meter. Provided, however, that no reduction 
shall be made which will reduce the water rates for 
the three months prior to the testing of such meter 
below the minimum water rates fixed by Council. 

31. (1) One meter only shall be placed in each building, 

apartment or other commercial premises in the 
Municipality, and the plumbing shall be so arranged 
that all water used on such commercial premises shall 
pass through such meters and the owner of the premises 
will be held liable for water charges. 

(2) Every meter shall be placed in such location as the 
Superintendent shall direct. 

32. The Corporation may enter into agreements with owners to 
provide for the installation of water services or meters 
in any other manner satisfactory to Council. 

33. Billings for "Domestic" (flat rate) services shall be 
rendered each two months. 

Billings for "Commercial" and for "Domestic" with swimming 
pool service shall be based on two month's consumption. 
If meters are for any reason not read by-monthly, an 
average of previous by-monthly consumption will be used 
for billing. 
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No charge for water supplied , for any type of service, 
shall be for less than the minimum rate fixed for two 
months consumption by Council. 

34. No reduction shall be made as provided in Section 29 if 
the owner or occupant of the building has not complied 
with the provisions of this by-law. 

35. When water is supplied to a multiple family dwelling, the 
account for the water supply shall be charged to the owner 
or principal occupant of the premises and in case of non- 
payment, where any such default continues for a period of 
six months, the water may be shut off under authority of 
sub-section 3 of Section 27 of The Public Utilities Act, 
notwithstanding that one or more of the occupants, have 
paid part or all of the account to such owner or principal 
occupant . 

36. All sums charged for water supplied, _or for expenses 
incurred, by the repair of private water pipe services, 
meters, fixtures, and all other appliances connected with 
the water service or for damage to the same shall be 
charged to the owner of the premises. If for any reason 
charges for water rates connot be collected from the 
owner, or the occupant of the premises, for a continuous 
period of six months, the water shall be turned off under 
authority of sub-section 3 of Section 27 of The Public 
Utilities Act on account of non-payment. No application 
for water supply for such premises shall be approved by 
the Corporation, notwithstanding that the ownership of 
the said premises shall have changed, until such sums 

and other charges have been paid in full to the Municipality. 

37. A book shall be kept in the offices of the Municipality, 
which book shall contain the street number and location 
of premises from which water has been turned off for non- 
payment of accounts and the sum remaining unpaid, which 
book shall be for the information and protection of person 
or persons intending to purchase any property, and such 
person or persons may ascertain at the office whether any 
accounts appear upon such book. 

38. (1) Any person may, upon payment of thirty-five cents, 
- receive a certificate from the Clerk-Treasurer 

showing that all accounts or charges against the 
premises covered by such certificate have been 
paid or the amount of any charges or account 
outstanding. 

(2) The foregoing shall not be held to prevent the 

Corporation from resorting to other means or method 
of collecting said accounts. 

39. Water Rates 

(1) The water rates charged by the Corporation for water 
supplied through the water services and private water 
services shall be those set out in Municipal By-law 
# 308-79 , unless the same are changed by by-law 
or by resolution of the Council. 
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(2) The Council may from time to time change said water 
rates without notice to any person taking a supply 
of water from the Corporation. 

(3) All accounts for water shall be prepaid. The first 
account shall be based upon the minimum rate for 
two months, or as it may be from time to time fixed 
by Council. 

(4) Payment to the Corporation of accounts for the supply 
of water shall be made at two month intervals. Rates 
for water supply shall be due when billed. A ten 
percent penalty shall be charged on all accounts 

not paid in full on or before the 30th day after 
the date upon which accounts are rendered. Accounts 
in default for six months may result in the water 
service being disconnected under authority of sub- 
section 3 of Section 27 of The Public Utilities Act, 
and no further water supplied to said premises. 

(5) A service charge of *{$ 10.00) shall be levied for 
connecting or disconnecting any water service. 

(6) A consumer, for the purpose of payment and the supply 
of water, shall be deemed to be the owner of the 
premises and in the event of tenant or other occupant, 
the registered owner shall be liable for water rates 
and charges. 

40. Builders requiring water for building purposes shall make 
a . separate application for each building to be erected and 
shall furnish the Superintendent with all information 
required by him and shall pay to the Clerk-Treasurer 

such special water rates as may from time to time be 
fixed by the Council. A permit for the use of water 
for building purposes shall be in force for six months 
from the date thereof. 

41. (1) Equipment installed solely for the automatic extinction 

of fires in buildings may, with the approval of the 
Superintendent, be attached to watermains provided 
that such equipment is entirely disconnected from 
water pipes used for any other purposes, and water 
supplied through such equipment is used solely for 
the purpose of fire extinction. All such equipment 
must be provided with a suitable valve outside the 
building and under the exclusive control of the 
Corporation. A valve shall be placed at each hose 
opening in the stand pipe and all such valves shall 
be sealed by the Superintendent. Whenever the seal 
of any such valve is broken for the extinction of 
any fire, the person breaking such seal shall 
immediately thereafter give notice to the Superintendent, 
who shall immediately upon receiving such notice 
reseal the said valve. The Corporation may require a 
compound meter of approved pattern to be furnished, 
installed and maintained by the owner, lessee or 
agent. In case of violation of this rule the 

* The amount is at the discretion of the Municipality 
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Superintendent may shut the control valves and 
refer the matter to Council. Such control valve 
shall not be again opened without authority from 
the Council. 

(2) No seal placed by the Superintendent upon a valve 
situated at a hose opening in a stand pipe shall 
be broken nor shall any water be used from equipment 
for fire extinction/ for any purpose except the 
extinction of fire without the consent in writing 
of the Superintendent. 

42. With the consent of the Waterworks Superintendent, the 
water service may be laid in the same trench as a sewer, 
provided a shelf is cut on the side of the trench for 
receiving the water pipe at a location above the sewer, 

43. (1) No person shall make any connection or connections 

whatsoever to any water service- or private water 
service without the written consent of the 
Superintendent first obtained. The owner of the 
premises on which an unlawful connection has been 
made shall be responsible for the water rates or 
charges which would have been payable in addition to 
being liable for any other penalty provided by by-law 
or by any Act or Acts of the Legislative Assembly 
of Ontario or the Parliament of Canada. 

(2) No person shall under any circumstances connect any 
faucet, tap, hydrant or appliance of any kind whatso- 
ever to any water service or private water service 
without the written consent of the Waterworks 
Superintendent. 

44. No person supplied with water by the Corporation shall be 
entitled to use such water for any purpose other than those 
stated in his or her applications. 

45. Wo person being the owner, occupant, tenant or inmate of 
any house, building or other premises supplied with water 
by the Corporation shall rent, sell or dispose of such 
water or give away or permit the same to be carried away 
or used or apply such water to the use or benefit of any 
other person. 

46. In case of making repairs or constructing new work in 
connection with the water works system, the Superintendent 
may shut off the water from any consumer without notice, 
and keep it shut off as long as may be necessary and the 
Corporation shall not be liable for any damage resulting 
therefrom. 

47. The Superintendent, or any person duly authorized by him 
for the purpose, must at all reasonable hours, upon 
presentation of satisfactory identification, be given 
free access to all parts of every building to which the 
water is supplied, for the purpose of inspection and 
examination of meter, fixtures and pipes of every kind 
used in connection with the supply of water to or the 
use of water on such premises. 
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48. Any consumer wishing to discontinue the use of water 
supplied from the Ministry's Water Works, must give 
notice thereof at the Clerk-Treasurer's office, on the 
required forms, or the water rates or charges will be 
continued until such notice is given or until the water 
is turned off. 

49. Whenever water has been turned off for non-payment of the 
water charges or for purposes of repair on construction 
or for any other necessary or proper purposes, no person 
will be permitted to turn it on again who is not duly 
authorized to do so by the Superintendent. 

50. No person or persons except the Superintendent or those 
acting under his direction or authority, shall open or 
close any valve hydrant or gate in the street mains, 

or molest or interfere with the same in any manner. 

51. The Waterworks Superintendent when acting in the discharge 
of his duties under this by-law shall be ex-officio 
constable. 

52. (1) Whenever any persons taking a supply of water from the 

Corporation fail to comply with the provisions of this 
by-law in any respect, the Superintendent may, without 
notice to such persons, turn off the waiter and the 
water shall not be turned on again until all the 
provisions of this by-law are complied with and the 
sum of *($ 10.00 ) paid to the Clerk-Treasurer to 
cover the cost of turning the water off and on. 

(2) Failure to pay water rates as and when the same become 
due and payable shall be considered to be a failure to 
comply with the provisions of this by-law. 

53. There shall be no connection between the water services or 
private water services and any cisterns, wells, privies, 
privy vaults or cess-pools. 

54. There shall be no connection between the water services or 
private water services and a private pressure pump. 

55. All installations must have a horizontal piece of pipe to 
coincide with a length of standard type meter before water 
service is connected. Such pipe should be located to 
facilitate future installation of water meters. 

56. Any person owning property in an area in which the installa- 
tion of watermains is completed and who applies for a water 
service shall pay *($ 10.00 ) to the Clerk -Treasurer at the 
time of application. He shall then be entitled to such 
installation by the Superintendent or a person designated 
by him. 

* The amount is at the discretion of the Municipality 
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57. If water is supplied to premises on a flat rate and if the 
premises are occupied by more than a single family, then 
the rates to be charged in such cases shall be those set 
out for multiple family dwellings in Schedule "A" to 
Municipal By-law #308-79. 

58. For the purpose of this by-law, the owners or occupants 
of farm property shall be classed as "Commercial Users" 
and farm property shall mean not less than twenty acres 
of land in the actual occupation of the owner of it. 

59. Any persons convicted of a breach of any of the provisions 
of this by-law shall forfeit and pay at the discretion of 
the convicting magistrate a penalty not exceeding the sum 
of Three Hundred Dollars, exclusive of costs for each 
offence. 

60. The Municipality agrees to use reasonable diligence in 
providing a regular and uninterrupted service, but does 
not guarantee a constant water supply or the maintenance 
of unvaried pressure, and will not be liable for damages 
to the customer by reason of any failure in respect 
thereof . 

61. The Municipality shall in no way be liable or responsible 
for loss or damage due to freezing or bursting pipes. 

62. This by-law shall go into force on the day of the final 
passing thereof.

APPLICATION FOR WATER AND SEWAGE SERVICE 

THE UNDERSIGNED, Herein called the consumer, hereby requests the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim herein called the Municipality, to 
supply water and sewage service to the consumer's premises 
described as 

1 . This application , when signed by the consumer and accepted 
for the Municipality by the signature of its autorized officer, 
shall be a contract between the consumer and the Municipality and 
shall not be modified or affected by any promise, agreement or 
representation by any agent or employee of the Municipality unless 
incorporated in writing into this contract before such acceptance. 

2. The consumer and the Municipality agree to comply with the 
conditions of By-law No. 312-79, a By-law regulating the mainten- 
ance and operation of the water works system, and By-law No. 
313-79 a By-law regulating the maintenance and operation of the 
sewage system, and agrees that the said conditions are part of 
this contract. 

3. The consumer agrees to take water and sewage service from 
the Municipality in accordance with the terms and conditions 
herein but the consumer further agrees to pay the Municipality 
at the authorized rates. 

4. The Consumer will provide all plumbing on the premises and 
all sewer lines connecting premises with the point of connection 
with the Ministry of the Environment's sanitary sewer and maintain 
the same in efficient condition with proper devices. 

5. The Consumer agrees not to make any changes in or additions 
to his plumbing or connecting sewer line after the same has been 
installed by the Consumer and inspected by the Municipality except 
with the written consent of the Municipality. 

6. The consumer agrees that on request of the Municipality in its 
discretion, he will make a deposit to be held by the Municipality 
without interest as a guarantee that the consumer will fulfil all 
terms and conditions of this contract. 

7. The consumer vacating the above-listed premises without 
notifying the Municipality is liable for all subsequent accounts 
until a new consumer is registered at the vacated location. 

8. It is agreed that the signatures of the parties hereto shall 
be binding upon their successors or assigns, and that the vacating 
of the premises herein named shall not release the consumer from 
this contract, except at the option and written consent of the 
Municipality.

BY-LAW NO. 313-79 OF THE CORPORATION OF THE 

TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM 

A by-law regulating the use of 
public and private sewers and 
drains, private sewage disposal, 
the installation and connection 
of building sewers, and the 
discharge of waters and wastes 
into the public sewer system; 
and providing penalties for 
violations thereof; 

WHEREAS the Ministry of the Environment proposes 
to provide sewage service to the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheigy rae ans of sewage works to 
be constructed or acquired and operated by the Ministry of 
the Environment; 

AND WHEREAS Section 62 of The Ontario Water 
Resources Act, being Chapter 332 of the Revised Statutes 
of Ontario, 1970, as amended, provides (inter-alia) that, 
subject to the approval of the Lieutenant Governor in Council, 
the Ministry of the Environment may make regulations regulating 
and controlling the construction, repair, renewal or alteration 
of plumbing, the material to be used in the construction of, 
and the location of drains, pipes, traps and other works and 
appliances that form part of or are connected with the plumbing 
in any building or structure, and may require municipalities 
to carry out such inspections with respect to plumbing as may 
be prescribed; 

AND WHEREAS Ontario Regulations No. 647 made pursuant 
to the said Section 62, requires every municipality to carry 
out such inspections as are prescribed by that Regulation; 

AND WHEREAS Section 64 of the said Act provides 
(inter-alia) and where a municipality undertakes, under the 
regulations made under Section 62 to inspect plumbing, the 
municipality may pass by-laws for charging fees for the 
inspections of plumbing and fixing the amount of such fees 
for requiring the production of plans, for charging fees for 
the inspection and approval of plans and fixing the amount of 
such fees, and for the issuing of permits, all as more particularly 
set out in the said Section 64; 

AND WHEREAS paragraph 71 of Section 354 of The 
Municipal Act being Chapter 284, Revised Statutes of Ontario, 
1970, as amended, provides that by-laws may be passed by the 
Councils of local municipalities for making any other regulations 
for sewage or drainage that may be deemed necessary for 
sanitary purposes. 
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AND WHEREAS paragraph 75 of the said Section 354 
provides that by-laws may be passed by the councils of local 
municipalities for charging a fee for the inspection of 
plumbing, sewers, septic tanks, cesspools, water closets, 
earth closets, privies and privy vaults where, under this or 
any other Act, approval or a certificate of compliance or 
such inspection is required; 

AND WHEREAS Section 362(a) of The Municipal Act 
provides that by-laws may be passed by the Councils of local 
municipalities requiring owners of buildings or any class 
of buildings in the municipality, or in any defined area 
thereof, to connect the said buildings to the sewage works 
of the municipality within a certain specified period of time; 

AND WHEREAS the council of the municipal corporation 
of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim deems it expedient 
and desirable to enact a by-law to regulate disposal of sewage 
and other wastes within the said Municipality. 

NOW THEREFORE, the municipal corporation of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 

1. DEFINITIONS IN THIS BY-LAW 

SEWAGE WORKS, shall mean all facilities for collecting, 
pumping, treating and disposing of sewage. 

MUNICIPALITY shall mean the Corporation of the 

Township of Blandford-Blenheim 

SUPERINTENDENT (Inspector), shall mean the Super- 
intendent (Inspector) of plumbing and sewage works 
of the Municipality as appointed by council of the 
Municipality from time to time- 

SEWAGE shall mean a combination of the water -carried 
wastes from residences, business buildings, institutions 
and industrial establishments. 

SEWER shall mean a pipe or conduit for carrying sewage. 

PUBLIC SEWER, shall mean that section of the sewer 
considered to be the main sewer and in which all 
owners of abutting properties have equal rights and 
is owned and controlled by the Ministry of the 
Environment . 

SANITARY SEWER, shall mean a sewer which carries 
sewage and to which storm, surface and ground waters 
are not intentionally admitted. 
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BUILDING SEWER, shall mean that part of the 
drainage piping outside a building or structure, 
that connects a building drain to the sewer 
service connection and that commences at a point 
three feet from the outer face of the wall of the 
building or other structure and terminates at the 
property line. 

SEWER SERVICE CONNECTION, shall mean the extension 
from the building sewer to the public sewer or other 
place of disposal. 

OPERATOR, shall mean the operator of the Ministry 
Sewage Works employed by the Ministry of the 
Environment. 

PERSON, shall mean and include any individual firm, 
company , assoc ia tion , partnership , society , incorporated 
company, or group, and wherever the singular is used 
herein it shall also be construed as including the 
plural. 

SHALL is mandatory, MAY is permissive. 

CLERK shall mean the Clerk of the Corporation of the 

Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

MINISTRY, shall mean the Ministry of the Environment. 

2. JURISDICTION 

(a) The person or persons appointed by Council 
of the Municipality will inspect the 
installation of all building sewers from 
the building to the street line, and the 
connection of the building sewer to the 
sewer service connection, and further, 
will not permit any illegal connections to 
be made to the public sewer as set out in 
this by-law. 

(b) After construction and installation of the 
building sewer from the building and the 
sewer service connection to the public sewer, 
the owner shall be responsible for the 
satisfactory operation, cleaning, repairing, 
replacement and maintenance of the connection 
from the property line to the building. 
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(c) The provisions of this by-law with 
respect to construction of sewer service 
connections from public sewer to street 
line shall not apply for one year after the 
date of substantial completion of the works 
as established by the Certificate of 
Substantial Completion where the connections 
from the public sewer to the street line 
are made at the time the public sewers are 
constructed and installed on the road 
allowance. 

(d) The rules and regulations set out in this 
by-law shall govern and regulate the operation 
of any system of sewage works owned by the 
Municipality and shall be considered to form 

a part of the agreement between the Municipality 
and the owner or occupant of any building in 
the Municipality for provision of sewage service 
to such building and every such owner or 
occupant by applying for and receiving sewage 
service from the Municipality shall be deemed 
to have expressed his consent to be bound by 
the said rules and regulations. 

3. APPLICATIONS FOR PERMITS 

No person shall make any connection into the Ministry's 
sewer service connection without first having obtained 
a permit from the Clerk and such permit shall be 
called "Sewer Service Connection Permit", as follows :- 

(a) Application shall be made, in writing, to the 
Clerk on the form prescribed in quadruplicate, 
which application shall contain the name of the 
owner of the lot, the present state of construc- 
tion (if a new building) , a plan in duplicate 

of the lot showing the point at the street line 
at which the connection is to be made, the date 
for the proposed work to be done, the type of 
waste to be disposed from the sewer and the 
name of the contractor undertaking the work. 

(b) Upon receipt of a properly completed application 
from the owner, or his authorized representative, 
the Clerk shall issue a permit for the 
connection to be made by delivering a copy to 
the Superintendent (Inspector) and the Operator 
of the Sewage Works. 
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4. P ERMIT FEES 

The following fees are to be paid for a Sewer Service 
Connection permit at the time the permit is issued. 

(a) The fee to be paid to the Municipality shall be 
ten ($10.00) dollars and shall accompany the 
application for the provision of sewage service 
to each premise as a fee for inspection of the 
newly- ins tailed building sewer and connection to 
the sewer service connection . 

5. B UILDING SEWERS AMD CONNECTIONS 

Wo connection shall be made to the Ministry's public 
sewer, except as follows:- 

(a) Each dwelling must have a separate building sewer, 
except with the written approval of the Superin- 
tendent (Inspector) of Sewage Works and further 
except where one building stands at the rear of 
another or an interior lot and no private sewer is 
available or can be constructedto the rear building 
through an adjoining alley, courtyard or driveway, 
the building sewer from the front building may be 
extended to the rear building and the whole consider- 
ed as one building sewer. 

(b) An inspection tee shall be installed in the 
building sewer at the street line. 

(c) All connections from the public sewer or the sewer 
service connection to the building shall be of the 
following materials :- 

i) From the street line to the building shall be 
vitrified clay pipe or asbestos-cement pipe of a 
4 - inch minimum diameter sewage pipe; or polyvinyl 
chloride and acrylonitrile-butadiene-styrene pipe 
made to Canadian Standards Association Standard 
B181.2 and B181.1 respectively; or as revised by 
Ontario Water Resources, Regulation 647. 
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ii) All connections to be approved 
water-tight. 

(d) No connection shall be made to a Ministry 
public sewer or sewer service connection 
until a permit has been issued for a sewer 
service connection in accordance with this 
by-law and no said connection shall be made 
except by the approval of the Municipality 
and the Ministry of the Environment. 

(e) i) All labour and material necessary for 
the connection of a sewer service connection, 
from the main sewer to the street line, shall 
be supplied and paid for by the owner of the 
dwelling which is to be provided with sewage 
service where no such sewer service connection 
exists. All labour and materials necessary 
for the said connection, from the main sewer 
to the street line, shall be paid for in 
advance of the installation by a lump sura 
charge as set out by the Municipality where 
the Municipality is requested by the property 
owner to provide the necessary work and 
material for said connection. Upon payment, 
the property owner shall be entitled to such 
installation by the Superintendent or a person 
designated by him, subject to the Ministry's 
approval. 

ii) All labour and material necessary for 
the connection of the building sewer from 
the street line internally, shall be supplied 
and paid for by the owner, and the owner shall 
indemnify the Municipality for any loss or dam- 
age that may occur in the said construction to 
any third person or to the Ministry's public 
sewer, water-main or storm sewer. 

iii) The owner of any building may request 
the Superintendent to install the necessary 
building sewer at the time the sewer service 
connection for the same building is being 
installed, and the Superintendent may, if he 
deems it expedient, install such building 
sewer upon the owner prepaying to the 
Municipality the estimated cost of installation 
of such building sewer. 
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iv) In the event the actual cost of the 
installation of such building sewer 
exceeds the amount prepaid to the Municipality, 
the person applying for such installation 
shall forthwith, after the completion of such 
installation, pay to the Municipality the 
balance of such cost. 

v) Nothing in this section shall relieve 
the owner from the obligation of maintain- 
ing such building sewer in accordance 
with the provisions of this by-law. 

vi) A clean-out shall be installed in the 
building drain as near as practical to the 
inner face of the wall through which the 
drain passes or other approved clean-out 
shall be provided. Every clean-out shall 
comply with Regulation 647 made under The 
Ontario Water Resources Act, R.S.O. 1970. 

(f) A connection shall be made to the public 
sewer system in compliance with this by-law, 
and any septic tanks, cesspools, and similar 
private sewage disposal facilities shall 

be cleaned, filled, removed or destroyed 
within a period of ten (10) days after the 
connection has been made to the public sewer 
system. 

(g) No person shall cause or permit the discharge 
of any storm water, including surface water, 
groundwater, rain runoff, foundation drain 

or other subsurface drainage including any 
unpolluted cooling water or unpolluted 
industrial process water into the Sewage Works 
of the Ministry. 

(h) The building sewer from the building to the 
Ministry's sewer service connection shall be 
connected to the building at an elevation 
below the foundation footings where existing 
grade will permit. No building sewer shall 
be laid parallel to within three (3) feet of 
any bearing wall. The building sewer shall 
be laid at sufficient depth to afford 
protection from frost and at uniform grade 
and in straight alignment, wherever possible. 
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(I) All excavations required for the installation 
of a building sewer shall be by open trench 
unless otherwise approved by the Super- 
intendent or Inspector. All pipe shall be 
installed according to Ministry specifica- 
tions and no back fill shall be placed until 
the work has been inspected in compliance 
with Regulation 647. All connections and 
joints shall be gas-tight and water-tight 
and all joints in vitrified clay pipe or 
between such pipe and metals shall be 
made with approved joining materials. 

(j) All connections of the sewer service connections 
into the public sewer shall be made at the 
"Y" branch, if such branch is available at 
a suitable location. If the public sewer is 
twelve inches in diameter or less, and no 
properly located "Y" branch is available 
an approved fitting shall be installed in the 
public sewer at the location specified by the 
Superintendent or Inspector. Where the 
public sewer is greater than twelve inches in 
diameter, and no properly located "Y" branch 
is available, a neat hole shall be cut into 
the public sewer to receive the sewer service 
connection, with entry in the downstream 
direction at an angle of about forty-five 
degrees. A forty-five degree fitting shall 
be used to make such connection, with the 
spigot end cut so as not to extend pa$t the 
inner surface of the public sewer. The 
invert of the sewer service connection at the 
point of connection shall be at springline or 
at a higher elevation. A smooth, neat joint 
shall be made, and the connection made 
secure and water-tight. Special fittings 
approved by the Superintendent or Inspector 
shall be used for the connection. 

(k) The applicant for the sewer service connection 
permit shall give at least 48 hours notice to 
the Inspector when the building sewer is ready 
for inspection and connection to the sewer 
service connection. The connection shall be 
made under the supervision of the Superintendent, 
Inspector or his representative. 

(1) All excavations for building sewer installations 
shall be adequately guarded with barricades and 
lights so as to protect the public from hazard. 
Streets, sidewalks, parkways and other public 
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property disturbed in the course of the 
work shall be restored in a manner satis- 
factory to the Municipality. 

(m) Only 45 degree elbows or bends shall be 

used in the building sewer where an elbow 
is required and in no event shall a 90- 
degree angle be permitted. 

GENERAL 

(a) No person shall maliciously, wilfully or 
negligently break, damage, destroy, deface 
or tamper with any structure, appurtenance 

or equipment which is a part of the Ministry's 
sewage system. 

(b) The Superintendent (or Inspector) and other 
duly authorized employees of the Municipality 
or the Ministry of the Environment bearing 
the proper credentials and identification 
shall be permitted to enter upon all 
properties for the purpose of inspection, 
observation, measurement, sampling and 
testing, in accordance with the provisions 

of this by-law. 

(c) Where an owner wishes to install his own 
plumbing, or lay his own sewer or drain, 
the word "owner" shall be substituted for 
the word "plumber" or "drainlayer" through- 
out this by-law, and all such work shall be 
in accordance with this by-law. 

REGISTRATION 

In order to safeguard life, health and property, 
every person, firm or corporation engaged in or 
working at a business of plumbing or sewer or 
drain laying must submit evidence that he is 
qualified and shall provide proof that he is so 
certified by the Ministry of Labour. 

Any person who assumes responsible charge and 
direction of other persons in the installation 
of plumbing, drainage or sewers and who employs, 
whether for gain, or otherwise, a person not 
registered as provided herein to perform and 
install plumbing, drainage or sewers, shall be 
guilty of a contravention of this by-law and shall 
be subject to the penalties hereinafter imposed. 
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It is provided, however, that the provisions of this 
by-law pertaining to registering shall not apply to 
anyone who is employed as or acting as a mainten- 
ance man while working on the piping belonging to 
the person by whom he is employed, or to any 
employee of any public service, commission, or 
corporation while such employee is engaged in the 
business of the employer on the employer's premises. 
Provided, further, that the provisions of the by-law 
pertaining to registration shall not apply to an owner 
who may install plumbing on his own premises in 
which he is actually residing at the time, provided 
he abides by all rules and regulations pertaining to 
plumbing under Province of Ontario Regulation 647 
written under The Ontario Water Resources Act, 
R.S.O. 1970, as amended, respecting plumbing* 

All applications for registration shall be made to 
the Superintendent (or Inspector) . 

Registration shall not be accepted by the Clerk 
until the application for same has been approved 
by the Superintendent (or Inspector) and the 
prescribed fees paid to the Municipality. 



8 . PENALTIES 



(a) Any person found guilty of an offence under 
the provisions of this by-law shall be 
subject to a penalty of an amount not 
exceeding three hundred ($300.00) dollars 
for each offence, exclusive of costs, to be 
recoverable under the provisions of the 
Summary Convictions Act. 

(b) If any building sewer or any connection to a 
sewer service connection or public sewer is 
made by an owner or his authorized represent- 
ative, contrary to the provisions of this 
by-law, the owner shall repair such defective 
work or material within ten (10) days after 
receipt of a notice from the Engineer, 
Superintendent (or Inspector) or Municipality 
requiring him to do so and, if the owner 
fails to repair such work, the Municipality 
may repair the work, including the right to 
enter upon the lands, and the cost of such 
repairs shall be added to the tax roll for 
the property and collected in the same manner 
as other municipal taxes.

TIME FOR CONNECTIONS 



The owner of any houses, buildings or properties 
used for human occupancy, employment, recreation 
or other purposes, situated within the Municipality 
and abutting on any street, alley or right-of-way 
in which there is now located a public sanitary 
sewer of the Ministry of the Environment, is hereby 
required at his expense to install suitable toilet 
facilities therein, and to connect such facilities

AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient to pass a by-law 
requiring the owners of all Buildings in the municipality to 
connect such Buildings to the water works and sewage works; 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of the municipality of the 
Township of Bland ford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. In this by-law, 

(a) "Building" means any structure used or intended for 
supporting or sheltering any use or occupancy with 
the land and premises appurtenant thereto; 

(b) "Water Main" means any water main provided by or for 
the municipality for the purposes of distributing 
potable water to the municipality or part thereof; 

(c) "Sewage Main" means any sewage main provided by or 

for the purpose of collecting sewage in the municipality 
for disposal. 

2. A notice shall be sent by registered mail to the owner of 
each Building not connected to the water works and sewage 
works of the municipality which is required to be so 
connected at the owner's last known address which notice 
shall advise the owner that this by-law requires such 
connection and that if the owner fails to make the connec- 
tion as reauired within nine months after the sending of 
the notice, the municipality has the right to make it at 
the owner's expense and to recover the expense by action or 
in like manner as municipal taxes. 

3. This by-law shall come into force and take effect on the 
day of the final passing thereof.

THIS AGREEMENT made this 1st day of January, 1980. 
BETWEEN: THE CORPORATION OF THE TOWNSHIP OF 

BLANDFORD -BLENHEIM in the County of Oxford 

hereinafter called the PARTY OF THE FIRST PART 
and: THE CORPORATION OF THE TOWNSHIP OF 

BURFORD in the County of Brant 

hereinafter called the PARTY OF THE SECOND PART 

WHEREAS the parties hereto are adjoining Townships and 
are desirous of executing and entering into an inter-Township 
agreement relating to fire fighting services and the supply 
thereof? 

AND WHEREAS it has been agreed between the parties that 
there is a practical desirability for the Township of Burford 
to use fire fighting services belonging to and under the care 
and control of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim for a portion 
of the Township of Burford immediately adjacent to the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim;

they shall not render this agreement null and void.

Being a by-law to repeal by-laws passed under the authority 
of the Municipal Act governing mobile home parks and trailers. 

WHEREAS The Municipal Amendment Act, 1976 (No. 2) repealed 
Section 354 (1), Subsection 86 and 87 and Section 383, Sub- 
section 15 of The Municipal Act, Chapter 284, R.S.O. 1979 
concerning trailer and trailer park provisions effective 
January 1st, 1979. 

AND WHEREAS the Council of the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim deemed it adviseable to shift the control of municipal 
trailer park by-laws from The Municipal Act to the zoning by- 
laws and development ..agreement provisions of The Planning Act. 

AND WHEREAS the Council of the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim enacted By-iaw Number 77-76 being a by-law to amend 
Restricted Area Zoning By-law Number 1529 which established 
a Mobile Home Park Residential Zone (RM) described in Section 
11 (A) of By-law Number 1529 as amended.

(c) , Number 9-1971 (Former Township of Blandford)
